Getting There 


Our adventure began on Thursday February 1. Vicky went in 
to work in the morning, but I stayed home to finish packing 
our last two check-ins and my carry-on (the other two check- 
ins and Vicky’s carry-on were already packed). Around 10 
AM we headed to the airport with everything in the back of 
the van. Our flight wasn’t leaving unl 2 PM, but we wanted 
to get everything taken care of early - in case we had some 
surprises. 


Check-in at US Airways went pretty smooth - but it did take 
a while. Because we checked everything all the way to Dam- 
ascus, we had to take it all to the security gate and have it all 
x-rayed. I had to open two of the suitcases - I kind of ex- 
pected that, since I had all kinds of odd-shaped things packed 
in them. We were there long enough to create a very long 
line of other passengers wailing to get through. After every- 
thing was cleared and our boarding passes issued, we headed 
back home. 


KR9U came to the house a litte after noon, and drove us to 
the airport so we wouldn't have to leave the van there. We 
stopped for lunch on the way. Since we already had our tick- 
ets and luggage taken care of, we didn’t have to rush. 


Our flight to Pittsburgh was on-time, and soon we were in 
PIT buying chocolates at the Godiva shop. We wandered 
down to our gate, and waited for our departure to Paris. It 
also left on-time, and soon we were heading toward Europe. 
After dinner we put on our masks and put in our carplugs to 
try to get some sleep. We were scheduled to arrive in Paris at 
6:30 AM local time - that’s 12:30 AM back in Ft. Wayne - 
kind of screws up the slecp cycle. We managed to get about 
3 hours of sleep. We were tired when we got to Paris, but the 
anticipation was greater than being ured. 


Bob G4VGO was supposed to meet Vicky and me in Paris. 
He was going to take us on a whirlwind tour of Paris, as our 
flight to Damascus wasn’t leaving unul 1:00 PM. But he 
never showed up - a couple days later we found out that his 
passport had been stolen from his Paris office, and he was 
frantically trying to get a new passport and a visa for Syria. 
He got a new passport, but the visa for Syria couldn't be done 
quickly. That’s how we lost.an op, an amp, and a laptop. 


We finally hopped on the shuttle bus to Terminal 2 around 10 
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AM and met up with the rest of the YK9YA team. After intro- 
ductions (we only knew Al K7AR from the Pacific North- 
west DX Convention last summer), we grabbed some sand- 
wiches and sat down to wail for our flight to Damascus. 


Up until now we were all pretty relaxed (and tired). But as

easy. After all, we were going to Syria - all we ever 
hear about Syria is news items with words like “terror- 
ists” and “shootings” thrown in. Of course it was kind 
of late to back out, so we were soon winging our way 
to YK. Interestingly, I sat next to a guy from Houston. 
He worked in the oil business, and was helping the 
Syrians with their refineries. What he told us was in 
sharp contrast to what we hear on the news. 


We arrived in Damascus around 7:30 PM. It took a 
while to get through Immigration due to the number 
of people getting off the plane (full flight). The guy 
asked me what I did for a living. I think he was check- 
ing to see if what I said agreed with what I had written 
on the Immigration form. 


Omar YK1AO met us in Customs. He had a bunch of 
guys with him to help load all of our luggage (about 
27 bags - 3 per person). That’s when we found out 
three of our bags didn’t make it - my suitcase with my 
AL-811, my PVC tube with two masts, the 3 el 10 m 
Yagi, and all our guy rope, and the taped-together boxes 
of satellite antennas (one of the gifts to the Syrian 
ARC). Omar took me to the luggage claim guy, and I 
gave him all the info so he could find out where my 
lost luggage was (it was in Paris - it never got on our 
flight). After that was done, we went through Cus- 
toms without opening a single piece of luggage - Omar 
had greased the skids very well. We later found out 
that one of Omar’s good friends works in Customs - 
hmmmamn, bet that helped. 


Everything was loaded into Omar’s car, YKIAU’s 
pickup truck, and a rented minibus. We took every- 
thing to the Syrian Telecommunications Establishment 
(STE) building, hauled it up three flights of stairs to 
the third floor (we were all dragging a bit after that), 
and then went to our hotel for a good night's slecp. 
And sleep we did.

FCC Reiterates License Renewal 
And Modification Basics 


trom The ARRL Letter — The FCC took advantage of 


the Dayton Hamvention FCC forum to remind Ama- 
teur Service licensees that license renewal and modi- 
fication now is done via the Universal Licensing Sys- 
tem—or ULS. The ULS is accessible via the FCC ULS 
Web site, http://www.fcc.gov/wtb/uls. Bill Cross, 
W31N, of the FCC’s Wireless Telecommunications 
Bureau noted that Amateur Radio licenses may not be 
renewed any sooner than 90 days prior to license ex- 
piration. When only changing an address, he said, lic- 
ensees should choose the “Administrative Update” 
(AU) option. When renewing only, he said, choose 
“Renewal Only” (RO). To change an address while 
renewing your license within the 90-day window, sc- 
lect the “Renewal/Modification” option. An applica- 
tion requesting renewal that’s outside the 90-day win- 
dow will be dismissed, Cross said. Modifications no 
longer automatically result in a new ten-year license 
term. Call sign changes are not made unless requested 
by the licensee. Cross said amateur applicants necd- 
ing assistance or who believe they have made an error 
onan application they’ ve filed should contact the ULS 
help desk, ulshelp @ fcc. gov.

tures and rain for most of the weck. However, a small 
disturbance in conjunction with the upper-level low re- 
sulted in thunderstorms forming over north-central Indi- 
ana by mid-afternoon Saturday, even though temperatures 
were Only in the SOs. 
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No Holiday for Severe 
Weather 


After what started out as a rather quict se- 
vere weather season, everything in the at- 
mosphere came together on Saturday May 
26th - Memorial Day weekend. 


During that week, an upper-level low pres- 
sure system stagnated over the Great Lakes 
area, giving us unscasonably cool tempera- 


The first hint there was trouble on the way was when the 
National Weather Service issued a tornado warning for 
Miami County, then continued issuing tomado warnings 
as the storm moved through Wabash, Huntington, Whit- 
ley, and eventually into Allen County. Spotters in Whit- 
ley County were activated, and reports of hail, possible 
rotation and funnel clouds started coming in trom that 
area. 


As the storm moved into Allen County, spotters contin- 
ued to report small hail. Then it happened. Spotters re- 
ported organized rotation west of the downtown area, 
followed by damage reports in the area of Spring St. and 
Tyler. Spotters continued to watch funnels form then go 
back up into the clouds, but just west of Northcrest Shop- 
ping Center, the funnel touched down and was witnessed 
by Doug NINNT. The FI tomado overturned many ve- 
hicles in the parking lot, and some stores in the area sus- 
tained structural damage, among them Kohl's, Value City, 
Best Buy, as well as American Health Fitness Center and 
Damon’s restaurant across the street. The storm contin- 
ued northeast into several housing additions and apart- 
ments, Causing damage to trees and several homes. The 
tomado also damaged the Towne House Retirement Cen- 
ter on St. Joe Center Road. As it moved northeast into 
DeKalb County, spotters continued to report rotation and 
possible funnel clouds. 


Even though the tomado hit a very congested retail shop- 
ping area as well as residential areas late on a Saturday 
aftemoon, there were relatively few injuries, and none 
appeared to be serious. 


The list of spotters who called in reports is too long to 
mention here, but I would like to note those spotters who 
directly tracked the storm: Mike NODCA in Whitley 
County, Charlie, WB9ULN, Jett, NOUKE, Doug, NINNT, 
Emory, KB9IBW, and Bob, KGONN in DeKalb County. 
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There are some things I would like to point out about this 
event: first, our area was not included in any risk area for 
severe thunderstorms in the convective outlooks issued 
by the Storm Prediction Center. Temperatures were in 
the 50s, which is usually not associated with severe 
weather. Second, no watch had been issued. This was one 
of those situations where everything came together, and 
ho one (including the experts) was expecting it. The les- 
son here: whenever there are thunderstorms in the area, 
anything can happen. It’s rare, but don’t turn that weather 
radio off. 


Third, a contingency plan to move damage reports to the 
146.76 repeater was put into effect, and this helped keep 
146.88 open for reports related to the immediate weather 
situation. Thanks to Howard, NOADS for being the NCS 
for the damage net. Fourth, listen to 162.55 MHz belore 
turning on your 2-meter radio, Don’t key the microphone 
in the aftermath of a tornado touchdown and ask a dumb 
question like “What's going on?”, Don’t talk unless you 
have something to report. There’s already enough con- 
gestion on the repeater. 


As tor me, I consider myself a very lucky person. Several 
minutes before NONNT reported the touchdown at 
Northcrest Shopping Center, WB9ULN reported the dam- 
age in the Spring St/Tyler area. If you draw a line from 
that area to Northerest Shopping Center, my home is al- 
most directly in that path. The winds at my location were 
only 30 m.p.h. at the most, so apparently the funnel went 
back up in the clouds as it moved over me. A close call 
that hopefully will not be repeated. 


A tew weeks from now, we will enter what I call our 
“downburst scason”. We usually have a couple of big wind 
events from about the middle part of June until the first 
part of August - and the activity generally peaks around 
the 4th of July. Normally the problem is not tornadoes, 
but downburst winds at the leading edge of a squall line. 
As we all know, this area has the highest incidence of 
downbursts in the United States. 


Thanks again to everyone, some of whom went out of 
their way to participate in an unexpected event on a Sat- 
urday aftemoon of a holiday weekend. When WXYIWX 
signed off, he said that our reports generated quite a bit of 
excitement in the radar room, and noted that at the height 
of the storm some weather service personnel were stand- 
ing there listening to our radio traffic. I think that’s the 
ultimate compliment to the spotters in the field. Job well 
done.

AO-40 ground controllers have shut down the satellite’s 
transponders in preparation for raising AO-40's peri- 
gee by about 200 km. AMSAT-DL President and AO- 
40 team member Peter Guelzow, DB2OS, said tran- 
sponders will remain off “until further notice.” The 
RUDAK beacon and the 2.4 GHz middle beacon will 
remain up, however. 


Haighton said this week that it’s hoped the a slightly 
higher perigee will eliminate the cffects of what he 
described as “a mysterious force” that alters the 
satellite’s attitude when it comes through perigee. 


While AMSAT continues dealing with AO-40, 
Haighton said it’s also looking ahead to its next satel- 
lite, and design work is expected to get under way in 


anything we’re currently using.” 


Like AO-40, the new satellite will not be a low-Earth- 
orbiting bird but have an elliptical orbit that Haighton 
said would be “very very similar to the current AO-40 
orbit.” The configuration would provide up to 17 hours 
or so of usage out of every 24. 


“What we're actually looking at is a new class of sat- 
ellite,” Haighton explained. For the time being, the new 
satellite is going under the name “Project JJ” after the 
two people who came up with the idea—Lyle Johnson, 
KK7P, and Dick Jannson, WD4FAB. 


“We've already started contacting launch agencies,” 
Haighton said. He added that “a major design weck- 
end” was sct for July, and he expressed confidence that 
the new project could reach fruition “on the outside 
three years from now.”

FCC to Amateurs: Detailed Regulation 
“Not In the Picture” 


trom The ARRL Letter —The FCC says the ball is in the court 
of the Amateur Service to determine the course of future Ama- 
teur Radio regulation. Speaking May 20 at the Dayton 
Hamvention FCC torum, Bill Cross, W3TN, of the FCC’s 
Wireless Telecommunications Bureau, said that the days of 
Commission-imposed regulation are past. 


“Detailed regulation of the nitty gritty of communication ser- 
vices, including the Amateur Service, is not in the picture,” 
Cross said. ‘Rather, the FCC is shifting to strong and effec- 
tive enforcement of truly necessary regulations.” The FCC, 
he said, now plans to look to the amateur community to reach 
consensus on any new regulations it thinks it wants and needs. 


“T hope that those of you who are thinking about asking us to 
carve up a band by fiat will think again,” he told the packed 
forum. “You really are asking us to tie your hands regarding 
your use of your spectrum.”

Amateur Service to change privileges, Cross said it wants to 
see proposals involving the implementation of “new and more 
modem communications technologies,” such as digital. In 
addition, he said, any future proposal “must include all lic- 
ensees, and it must include all bands,” and—most impor- 
tant—the amateur community must reach a consensus on 
the topic. 


Cross said the FCC does not want and cannot handle “mul- 
tiple proceedings that address piecemeal changes in operat- 
ing privileges” that affect only certain classes of licensees or 
certain bands. *"You, collectively, need to reach agreement 
on how you want to use your spectrum,” he reiterated. 


Cross said he expected the issue of restructuring operator 
privileges to come up “in a couple of years” at the outside. 


“Changes in operating privileges for the different classes of 


operator licenses are inevitable,” he said.
